The others fled. 
Quiet has been restored in Flor- j 
encc and several othi r cities where 
disorders have marked 
the 
food 
situation. 
Demonstrations against; 
the high cost of living and against 
food profiteers, however, have oc­ 
curred in Milan, Leghorn, Alessan­ 
dria and Brescia. 
Premier Nitti declared to news­ 
paper men that the sole cause of 
the recent disorders was economic. 
The Italian socialist organizations 
have decided upon a general strike 
for July 
20 and 21, as a protest 
against allied intervention in Rus­ 
sia and Hungary. 
Although there is a large colony 
of Americans in Florence, no Amer­ 
ican property was damaged in tho 
disorders Friday and Saturday as 
far as can bo ascertained. 
Large crowds assembled in the 
streets this morning unaware that ; 
the strike had been declared oft of- j 
ficially. 
“Salus publica suprema lex” ((he; 
public welfare is the supreme law), j 
the ancient motto of the Romans, I 
is being applied by the Italian gov-1 
eminent at this critical moment of ; 
the national life of Italy. 
“The government closed one eye, 
indeed, in some cases, both, for so I 
long that the people took the law in 
their own hands.” said a leading 
Italian 
statesman 
today. 
“They 
were aiming at giving a harsh, but 
deserved, lesson to profiteers. 
Ii 
was right that the people should 
punish those who 
made 
millions 
through the suffering of the entire 
population, which 
for over four 
years strained every nerve in the 
face of the greatest struggle of its 
history. With pitiless energy, how­ 
ever. 
as 
pitiless as its leniency 
heretofore, the government now* in­ 
tends to repress and 
attempt 
to 
transform a just protest into some­ 
thing more serious.”
